W ashington, Oct. 9—Uncle Sam is 
slowly progressing on a new map of 
the country, to be a part of a new 
world map, based upon a simple sys­ 
tem proposed by American representa­ 
tives in 1908, and accepted a t interna­ 
tional conferences. 
It will be the re- 
ault of years of effort by map makers 
who have desired a system of carto­ 
graphy whereby the same scale of dis­ 
tances could be used in a world map, 
with lettering and symbols uniform. 
The American map is expected to be 
completed in IO or 12 years. 
Each 
country will map 
the terri­ 
tories and w aters under its own juris­ 
diction, and the Geological Survey of 
the United States Interior Department 
is making the maps of this country. 
The main purpose of the internation­ 
al map, which will be drawn on the 
acale of one to one-millionth, is 
to 
furnish a complete world map of uni­ 
form drawing, thus obviating different 
Beales of distances, and to enable map 
m akers and readers of every country 
to understand the maps of every other, 
even though they do not understand 
any but their own tongues.

Unconscious, He Shatters All World 
Speed-tests. 


Detroit, Oct. 9.—(Details of the best 
flight of one of the arm y’s new’ air­ 
planes, the army-Curtiss racer No. ?., 
held at Curtiss Field, Garden City, re­ 
veal that Lieutenant R. L. Maughan 
piloted the plana over a straightaw ay 
kilometer course at the rate of 220.458 
miles an hour, faster than any human 
being ever traveled. 
The official re­ 
port of the test was given out upon 
the arrival at 
Selfridge 
Field of 
Lieutenant Maughan and the record­ 
breaking racer, which will be one of 
the 23 contenders for the Pulitzer 
trophy next Saturday. 
The racer is a biplane, equipped 
with a Curtiss model D-12 motor of 
375-horsepower. 
The wings measure 
only 19 feet and the body is IS feet l l 
inches long. 
Glen H. Curtiss worked 
with his engineers in designing tile 
plane. 
Lieutenant Maughan’s performance 
astounded army and navy observers 
and the record reveals the centrifugal 
pull rendered him unconscious for a 
few seconds during his flight. 
Course conditions were the same as 
those under which Sadi Laoonte estab­ 
lished a record of 212.74 mile* an hour 
in France several weeks ago. 
During the Garden 
City 
dight, 
Lieutenant 
Maughan made a right 
circle angle turn, a feat many experts 
believed impossible. 
Discussing the 
flight, C. Roy Keys, vice president and 
general manager of the Curtiss Aero­ 
plane and Motor Corporation, said he 
asked the pilot 
what he was doing 
when he turned 
at 
right 
angles. 
Lieutenant Maughan was unable to 
explain it, because it occurred while 
he was unconscious, stunned by the 
centrifugal pull. 
Lieutenant 
Maughan’s 
tim 0 
was 
slightly better, it was said .than an 
arm y record established a week pre­ 
viously by Lieutenant Lester J. M ait­ 
land over the sam e course. 
lie u ­ 
tenant Maitland’s performance was not 
made public by the War Department.
